Registration  of  participants 
will  begin  at  9 a.m.  with  caucus 
sessions  at  9:30  a.m.  Following 
the  first  session  a luncheon  will 
be  held  at  the  Royal  Inn.  William 
Smart,  editorial  editor  of  the  De- 
seret  News,  will  speak. 

AWARDS  will  be  given  the 
outstanding  participants  in  the 
MUN.  These  will  be  made  at  5:15 
p.m.  following  an  international 
program  by  the  Program  Bureau. 

The  model  United  Nations  is 
conducted  as  much  as  possible 
like  the  U.N.  with  students  taking 
the  various  positions  of  delegates 
and  U.N.  officials.  This  is  the 
first  time  such  an  event  has  been 
held  on  the  BYU  campus. 

Coverage  of  the  event,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  Daily  Universe,  will 
include  representatives  of  the  De- 
seret News,  three  Salt  Lake  TV 
stations  and  possibly  other  news- 
papers, according  to  Ward  Bul- 
lock, chairman  of  the  event. 

Model  United  Nations  is  being 
sponsored  by  the  International 
Relations  Club.  Many  of  the  BYU 
participants  will  be  foreign  stu- 
dents representing  their  home- 
lands. Others  will  include  the  stu- 
dents planning  to  attend  the 
West  Coast  MUN  in  April  in  San 
Jose,  Calif. 


Students 
Meet  For 

Festival 


Brigham  Young  University  will 
host  about  850  high  school  stu- 
dents in  the  annual  “Foreign 
Language  Fair”  held  on  campus 
Saturday.  The  event  will  be  spon- 
sored by  the  Utah  Academy  of 
Sciences,  Arts,  and  Letters,  for 
the  first  time  this  year. 

BYU  will  be  handling  only  reg- 
ion 4,  central  Utah.  In  previous 
years,  when  BYU  was  handling 
the  “Festival  of  Foreign  Lang- 
uages” for  the  entire  state,  up  to 
3,000  students  attended,  said  Dr. 
James  S.  Taylor  of  the  Language 
Department. 

DUTIES  FOR  the  “Fair”  have 
been  divided  by  the  Academy 
among  the  seven  colleges  in  each 
geographical  area  of  Utah. 

Languages  represented  will  be 
Spanish  with  approximately  500 
speakers,  German  and  French 
150  each,  Russian  with  50,  Latin 
with  40  and  Japanese  with  30. 

ALL  HIGH  SCHOOL  foreign 
language  students  have  been  in- 
vited to  participate  in  the  day- 
long festivities.  Most  of  these 
students  will  have  taken  tests  in 
their  own  high  school  before  the 
Fair.  The  top  5 per  cent  of  these 
students  will  receive  further  tests 
and  will  be  eligible  for  possible 
scholarships  and  awards  to  study 
abroad  based  on  standards  set  up 
by  the  Academy. 

The  program  includes  a mor- 
ning of  tests  for  the  students  and 
seminars  for  the  teachers,  dis- 
plays movies  and  demonstrations 
of  the  countries  represented  by 
the  languages.  In  the  afternoon, 
each  high  school  will  participate 
a foreign-language  program 
and  awards  will  be  presented. 
Five  per  cent  will  receive  super- 
ior rating,  10  per  cent  excellent 
and  25  per  cent  very  good. 

Highlight  of  the  awards  assem 
bly  will  be  the  presentation  of 
purple  ribbons  to  the  top  three 
students  in  each  language  level. 

SIMILAR  activities  and  con- 
tests are  being  sponsored  by  four 
other  Utah  co^eges. 

All  BYU  students,  particularly 
language  students,  are  encour- 
aged to  attend  the  movies,  exhib- 
its and  demonstrations  open  on 
the  third  floor  of  the  McKay 
Bldg,  from  9:30  a.m.  to  1:30  p.m., 
urged  Dr.  Taylor.

Ice-laden  flood  waters  Wednes- 
day spread  misery  through  seven 
states. 

The  worst  flood  in  30  years  iso- 
lated the  college  city  of  Athens, 
Ohio.  Streams  swollen  by  rains, 
snow  and  a March  thaw  blocked 
more  than  125  roads  and  high- 
ways in  Ohio. 

Three  days  of  onslaught  by 
high  waters  left  nearly  4,000  per- 
sons homeless  in  Ohio,  West  Vir- 
ginia, Pennsylvania  and  Indiana, 
and  the  floods  spread  to  Virginia, 
South  Carolina  and  Kentucky.

Editor,  Daily  Universe, 

BYU  has  outgrown  its  stuclentbody  con- 
stitution. What  made  a small  school  dynam- 
ic is  now  holding  a large  school  back.  Stu- 
dent government  is  on  the  wane.  Many  ask 
if  “popularity  contest”  government  is  worth 
the  return.  Others  advocate  it  be  disolved 
when  the  student  union  building  is  finished. 
Few  see  any  benefit  or  outward  manisfesta- 
tion  of  worth.  Interest  in  elections  is  low. 
Fewer  than  800  men  voted  in  the  AMS  elec- 
tion last  year.  It  is  time  for  a change. 

Student  governments  may  come  and  go, 
but  student  groups  last  forever.  The  student 
body  must  unit  its  groups  for  effective  par- 
ticipation government.  Let  wards,  clubs,  col- 
leges, classes,  and  other  groups  unite.  Amend 
these  Articles  of  Association.  Petition  the 
Senate  to  call  a Constitution  Convention.  Let 
every  organization  and  group  show  their 
strength  by  Electorial  vote  of  their  member- 
ship. Require  candidates  for  office  to  “poli- 
tic” these  groups  for  support.  Permit  month 
long  personal  campaigns.  Attract  voters  to 
group  participation  by  multiple  votes.  Let 
the  voter  lobby  his  special  interests  in  the 
groups  of  his  activity.  Invite  politics  to 
make  issues  and  not  sociality  to  kill  them. 
Provide  BYU  with  a realistic  government 
patterned  after  the  Federal  Constitution  and 
not  just  a structure  of  offices  without  defi- 
nitions of  powers  and  responsibilities.  De- 
mand the  candidates  show  themselves  in- 
stead of  a picture.  Sign  the  petition  for  the 
United  Studentbody  of  BYU,  USBYU,  A 
Student  UNION.

A PETITION 

We,  the  undersigned,  petition  the  Senate 
to  amend  the  ASBYU  Constitution  by  a Con- 
stitutional Convention  and  we  further  rec- 
commend : 

1)  All  campus  wards,  classes,  clubs,  colleges, 
and  other  organizations  shall  be  invited 
to  combine  into  the  United  Studentbody 
of  BYU,  USBYU,  a Student  Union,  by 
application  to  the  Senate. 

2)  The  Eelections  Committee  shall  take  a 
Census  of  members  in  each  applicant 
group  and  assign  Electorial  Votes  by 
Population. 

3)  The  Elections  Committee  shall  insure 
each  student  has  the  right  to  vote  in  all 
groups  granting  membership,  and  the 
Popular  Majority  Vote  shall  decide  the 
cast  of  the  Group’s  Electorial  Vote. 

All  Popularly  Elected  Officers  now  spec- 
ified by  the  ASBYU  Constitution  shall 
be  elected  by  a majority  of  the  Electorial 
vote  of  the  Groups. 

5)  All  Groups  shall  be  Represented  in  a 
Joint  Council  of  the  Senate,  the  IOC,  the 
Executive  Council,  Men  and  Women’s 
Council  (Elected  by  the  Senate)  and  Ap- 
pointed Representatives  of  the  Wards 
and  Colleges.  Presidency  of  the  Joint 
Council  shall  alternate  among  Elected 
Presidents. 

6)  This  Petition  shall  be  inoperative  unless 
signed  by  ten  per  cent  of  the  Student- 
body  and  ratified  by  the  majority  of 
twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  Studentbody 
in  a Special  Election.

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Kennedy  Predicts  Tax  Bill  Passage, 
Teaches  Foreign,  Domesitc  Trouble

WASHINGTON  (UPI)—  Presi- 
dent Kennedy  predicted  last  night 
that  Congress  will  pass  a tax 
cut  bill  including  “important  ele- 
ments” of  the  revenue  raising  re- 
forms he  has  recommended. 

He  flatly  denied  he  has  aban- 
doned his  demands  for  reforms 
that  would  bring  in  $3.25  billion 
to  offset  the  $13.5  billion  tax  re- 
duction he  has.  proposed. 

The  President  told  a news  con- 
ference the  combined  tax  cut  and 
reform  program  he  submitted  to 
Congress  is  the  fairest,  most 


equitable  and  fiscally  responsible 
approach. 

On  other  topics,  Kennedy: 

— Said  the  four  U.S.  airmen 
who  were  killed  during  the  ill- 
fated  Bay  of  Pigs  invasion  at- 
tempt were  on  a revolutionary 
mission  while  “serving  their 
country.”  He  did  not  say  whether 
the  men  were  employed  by  the 
Central  Intelligence  Agency. 

— Acknowldeged  that  bis  ad- 
ministration still  has  “h  good 
many  difficulties  at  home  and 
abroad.”  Much  of  the  trouble  in 
Europe,  Kennedy  said,  stems  j 
from  the  fact  the  Soviet  threat! 


to  Berlin  has  eased.  In  summary, 
he  commented:  “if  you  would  ask 
me  whether  we  were  quite  as 
well  this  winter  as  we  were  doing 
in  the  Fall,  I would  say  no.” 

—Asserted  he  is  dissatisfied 
with  the  rate  of  the  Russian 
troop  removal  from  Cuba. 

—Declared  the  United  States 
would  not  agree  to  any  nuclear 
test  ban  treaty  that  would  not 
permit  on-site  inspection  in  the 
Soviet  Union.  “We  would  not  sub- 
mit a treaty  which  did  not  pro- 
vide that  assurance  to  the  United 
States  Senate,”  he  said.  “Nor 
would  the  Senate  approve  it.”

Emphatic  reply  to  the  Model 
United  Nations  Soviet  delegate 
was  given  Wednesday  by  dele- 
gates representing  United  States 
and  Nationalist  China.  Jerry  Mc- 
Leroy and  Don  Pearson  stated 
that  BYU  students  obviously  real-

ize  the  UN  “would  make  a tragic 
and  irrepairable  mistake  if  it 
yielded  to  the  claims  of  the  ag- 
gressive People's  Republic  of 
China.” 

The  Soviet  delegate  stated  ear- 
lier that  student  support  for  Red 
China’s  admittance  is  strong  al- 
though suppressed.  Thursday’s 
Model  UN  is  debating  the  ques- 
tion of  Red  China  gaining  a seat 
in  place  of  Nationalist  China. 

McLEROY  declared  that  “after 
13  years  the  regine  of  Red  China 
still  has  no  diplomatic  relations 
with  more  than  two  thirds  of  the 
governments  of  the  world.  Be- 
cause of  their  ideas  and  sponsor- 
ing of  warlike  actions,  because  of 
continual  contempt  shown  to- 
ward the  UN  and  because  of  their 
inhuman  treatment  of  their  own 
people,  the  US  feels  that  the  Red 
Chinese  are  not  truly  representa 
tive  of  the  Chinese  people.” 

“The  Soviet  Union  has  begun 
again  its  waving  of  the  red  flag,” 
emphasized  Pearson.  “We  offic- 
ially submit  the  facts,  facts  that 
were  never  mentioned  by  the  So- 
viet delegation  in  their  defense 
of  Red  China’s  admittance.  (1) 
The  world  has  long  recognized 
that  Red  China  has  no  right  to 


be  admitted  to  the  UN  as  evi- 
denced by  the  12  times  the  issue 
has  been  before  the  UN.  The  vote 
has  always  been  overwhelmingly 
against  the  tyrannical  Peping 
government.” 

Person  declared  that  if  a poll 
were  taken  on  campus  it  would 
prove  students  are  100  per  cent 
behind  the  Nationalist  govern- 
ment. 

PEARSON  asked,  “Why  has 
Red  China  not  been  recognized?” 
His  answer:  its  failure  to  repre- 
sent its  peoples  and  its  belliger- 
ent attitude  toward  the  countries 
of  the  world.  He  concluded,  “Red 
China  has  no  right  and  deserves 
none!” 

The  two  delegates  said  that 
they  expect  to  fight  for  true  Chi- 
nese rights  in  the  two  Model 
UN  sessions,  realizing  the  Soviet 
bloc  will  strive  to  have  National- 
ist China  ousted.
